Dear Bidders, 

If you were among the floor bidders at our Bullet Sale held at the 
ANA's National Money Show, held in Cleveland on March 19, you 
witnessed how dynamic the coin market can be at times. Prices on 
high-grade type and better-grade date/mintmark rarities were higher 
than most bidders anticipated, driven in part by increased collector 
demand, especially notable on the certified Bust Half Dollars and 
gold. The bottom line is that floor bidders had to bid higher than 
they expected in order to walk away with any prizes. 

Total prices realized for the one-session 'Bullet' were $480,282, 
serving as an excellent prelude to the main event: our official ANA 
Signature Sale. Altogether, we auctioned more than $3.2 million in 
rare coins. In our advertising, we note that "when the world's 
largest numismatic organization joins forces with the world's largest 
rare coin firm, exciting things are going to happen;" true enough, and 
in this case it meant watching floor bidders recalculate their bids 
upward 'on the fly.' The higher prices also meant that fewer lots 
than normal were awarded to mail bidders, an unfortunate side effect 
of a rising market; we can only suggest that disappointed bidders bid 
higher next time and give us the opportunity to buy below their top 
bids. 

Thanks again for your participation, and we wish you 'happy hunting' 
in our future sales.

Deep jade-green and rose colored surfaces, the 
color is of sufficient depth that some of the original reflectivity is 
subdued. 

360 1879 PR 64 NGC. Breen-5026, Split Beny Above H. Always a pop¬ 
ular date because of the very low mintage of business strikes, proof 
1879 halves are more available than business strikes, and therefore, 
a more reasonably priced alternative for the date collector. Mostly 
brilliant with watery fields and lightly frosted devices. 


361 1881 PR 63 PCGS. Brilliant with quite a pronounced contrast on 
each side. 

362 1882 PR 64 PCGS. Lovely cameoed surfaces that are framed on 
each side in golden-russet toning, along with a dash of blue about the 
date. A popular date from a decade of low total mintage issues. 

363 1886 PR 64 PCGS. A deeply toned near-gem that features burnt-gold 
and subtle rose coloration in the centers changing to bright blue iri¬ 
descence about the margins. 

364 1887 PR 63 NGC. The central devices are mostly brilliant and well 
frosted, being framed in reddish-gold, rose, and blue iridescent ton¬ 
ing.

1939- D MS 66 NGC. The scarcest of the three 1939 issues and a 
rather elusive coin in this grade. Sharply struck with blushes of rose- 
gray color on the highpoints. 

1940- S MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant and very well struck for this 
notoriously weak issue. 

1940- S MS 66 NGC. A terrific coin with a very strong strike that 
only lacks a bit of skirt detail and better definition on the eagle’s leg 
to call a full strike.

Brilliant and very sharply struck with the only 
area of softness being on the hand of Liberty. 

1943- D MS 66 PCGS. Razor sharp and framed in yellow-gold pas¬ 
tel toning. 

1943-D MS 66 PCGS. Completely untoned with each side display¬ 
ing a hard, satiny brilliance after having been struck from freshly 
polished dies. 

1943-D MS 66 NGC. Another superb example of this well-produced 
issue, this piece accented in pale golden hues. 

1943-D MS 67 NGC. Fully struck with superb luster and a little pas¬ 
tel-gold patina equally distributed on each side. 

1943- S MS 65 NGC. Mostly untoned with sparkling mint luster and 
a strike that is well above-average for the issue. 

1944- D MS 66 PCGS. Virtually a full strike with intense, satiny bril¬ 
liance and a blush of reddish-brown and blue toning along the left 
side of the obverse. 

1944-D MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with creamy luster and barely 
any color. 

1944-S MS 65 PCGS. Very sharply struck (and quite unusual as 
such) with rich peripheral color on the obverse. 

Well defined and exhibiting splendid cartwheel 
luster, with the obverse being framed in orange and golden pastels. 

1946- D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with blazing cartwheel luster. 

1947 MS 66 PCGS. Magnificent green-gold and orange iridescence 
lightens only at the center of the obverse. Quite colorful and 
supremely preserved. 

1947- D MS 65 NGC. Deep gray-violet and golden mint set toning 
overlays surfaces that are both sharply defined and virtually without 
marks.

430 1951 PR 66 PCGS. Highly reflective with appreciable field-to- 
device contrast on the reverse. 

431 1951 PR 67 NGC. A nearly flawless example that exhibits swirling 
mirrored brilliance in the fields and a light frosting on the devices.

432 1795 Flowing Hair VF Details—Cleaned—Net Fine 12 ANACS. B- 
6a, BB-25. Light in color from the cleaning, there are several criss¬ 
crossing adjustment marks on the reverse. 

433 1795 Flowing Hair VF 30 ANACS. B-4, BB-14. A perfectly cen¬ 
tered coin that has attractive multicolored toning over each side and 
some underlying brightness. Reasonably well defined for the grade 
and a good value for the collector who needs a pleasing mid-grade 
type piece. 

434 1795 Flowing Hair AU Details—Cleaned, Retoned—Net XF 40 
ANACS. B-5, BB-27. Murky, medium gray-golden patina with an 
undertone of olive. Reasonably well struck with a few small pecks 
of contact at the bottom of the Liberty’s neck and in the field in front 
of the neck. 

435 1795 Draped Bust VF 30 PCGS. B-15, BB-52. The second of two 
Draped Bust varieties in this transitional year, and the one with the 
figure of Liberty well centered in relation to the other obverse 
devices. The surfaces are a light silvery-gray with some minor 
adjustment marks at the center of the portrait and scattered about the 
obverse periphery. A few trivial edge bumps are noticed on the 
reverse. 

436 1796 VF 30 ANACS. B-2, BB-63. Drab golden-brown toning that is 
deeper on the reverse. Obvious spots of wear show on the eagle’s 
breast, the shoulder of Liberty, and the upper hair curls. 

437 1797 XF40 NGC. Stars 9x7, Large Utters. B-l, BB-73. Well struck 
for the grade, the devices are coated and surrounded by dusky gray- 
violet patina with the fields showing much brightness. 

438 1798 Large Eagle VF 30 ANACS. B-28, BB-118. A well centered 
and reasonably well struck coin except for several of the stars above 
the eagle’s head. Deep gray patina overall with much lighter accents 
on the highpoints of the devices. 

439 1799 Fine 12 ANACS. B-8, BB-165. Murky gray-violet toning cov¬ 
ers most of the coin, with pinkish-rose tinted accents on the devices. 


440 1799 VF 30 ANACS. B-8b. BB-165. Light on the highpoints and in 

the fields, with deeper charcoal-gray accents surrounding the 
devices. 


441 1799 XF 40 ANACS. B-18, BB-154, Die State I. There are only a 
handful of coins known from the uncracked state of these dies. Quite 
pleasing, the piece has light gray patina overall with near-brilliant 
accents on the highpoints of the design elements. Well centered and 
also well defined for the grade with no adjustment marks or con¬ 
spicuous abrasions. 

442 1799 XF 45 ANACS. B-21, BB-169. Light in color with darker 
accents surrounding the devices. Extensive die cracks are seen on 
the obverse with a couple of shallow adjustment marks on the 
reverse. 


443 1800 VF 25 PCGS. B-13, BB-193. Attractive multicolored toning 
blankets each side of this pleasing VF early dollar. 

444 1800 VF 30 ANACS. B-14a, BB-194. Alternating deep gray and 
pale lavender patina covers each side of this moderately circulated 
early dollar. 

445 1800 XF 40 ANACS. B-8, BB-188. Light gray with deeper accents 
around the devices and within the recesses of the design. Slightly 
off-center with a few pecks of contact on the obverse. 

446 1803 Fine Details—Cleaned—Net VG 8 ANACS. Small 3. B-l, BB- 
251. Somewhat irregularly struck with the stars on the left of the 
obverse weaker than the right. The coin has begun to retone gray 
from the cleaning.

The 
mintage for this year is a mere 15,000 pieces, yet it remains an 
affordable date in the series. 


450 1859-0 XF 40 PCGS. Lightly toned and well struck. Quite a nice 
coin for the grade. 

451 1862 XF 45 ANACS. Light golden-brown toning covers each side of 
this choice Seated dollar. One vertical mark is noted on the upper 
reverse above the eagle’s right wing.

Some minor weakness is noted on the stars and on Liberty’s head.

460 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and quite frosty, with por¬ 
tions of four underlying feathers visible with a glass. 

461 1878 8TF MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem, fully brilliant and displaying 
flashy semi-prooflike fields. 

462 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, and except for a 
thin layer of bumt-gold and blue toning along the base of the 
reverse, in full brilliance. 

463 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. An abundance of satiny 
luster compensates for the surface marks expected of an MS 64. 

464 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant and dis¬ 
playing intense, satiny luster. The reverse is strictly gem quality.

Mostly brilliant with unusually 
clean surfaces for this first year variety. 

Brilliant and fully struck with bright mint 
frost and a few small, scattered abrasions. 

470 1878-CC MS 64 NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with bright mint 
frost and a few small, scattered abrasions. Some pale golden color 
shows at the borders.

483 1879-S MS 65 NGC, three pieces, one a borderline prooflike and 
another toned on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

484 1879-S MS 66 PCGS, clean, snowy-white devices; 1881-S MS 66 
PCGS, untoned and equally blemish-free; 1882-S MS 66 PCGS, the 
reverse sports a crescent of spectacular multicolored toning; and an 
1885-0 MS 66 PCGS, impressively sharp and frosty, with few 
appreciable marks. (Total: 4 coins) 

485 1879-S MS 67 PCGS. Heavily frosted devices stand out in sharp 
contrast to the shimmering, semi-reflective fields. Free from all but 
the most trivial marks with spectacular eye appeal. 

Both obverse and reverse fields tend toward 
reflectivity, and the devices are just frosty enough to enjoy some 
contrast. The strike is better than many, and the marks are really 
fewer than expected.

488 1880-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty with scattered 
marks confined to the devices. Scarcer variety. 

489 1880-0 MS 64 NGC. Light blushes of golden-violet color can be 
seen across well frosted surfaces. A much above-average mint state 
example of this issue. 

490 1880-0 MS 64 NGC. Satiny overall and struck with virtually com¬ 
plete sharpness. The reverse is toned in deep splashes of blue @nd 
coppery-gold iridescence. 

491 1880-0 MS 64 PCGS. A blazing-white Morgan, with an excellent 
strike. Rare in this grade, with fewer than 300 certified. 

492 1880-0 MS 63 Prooflike. Brilliant with a mild cameo effect. Scarce 
with prooflike fields.

494 1880-S MS 65 PCGS. Mildly prooflike on the obverse and display¬ 
ing exceptionally clean, partially frosted features. 

495 1880-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Frosty cameo devices 
with deeply mirrored surfaces make this a wonderfully attractive 
gem Morgan dollar. 

496 1881 MS 64 PCGS. A choice, frosty-white example of this lesser- 
seen Philadelphia dollar. 

497 1881 MS 65 NGC. Original sea-green and coppery-gold toning in 
the more protected areas of each side. 

498 1881 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Lightly contrasted with glittering 
reflectivity and exceptionally clean central devices. 

499 1881-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and nicely 
contrasted, there are a few small marks that disturb the flow of the 
luster on the cheek of Liberty and in the obverse fields. 

500 1881-0 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with lovely, thick, frosted luster. 
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1879-S MS 64 NGC, four pieces, one colorfully toned on the 
obverse; and an 1879-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC, brilliant. (Total: 5 
coins) 
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501 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Forget for a moment that this is a common 
date, and perhaps even ignore the certified grade, because it tells but 
half the story. The obverse of this blazing gem beams with deeply, 
deeply mirrored fields set against deeply frosted devices with touch¬ 
es of brilliance highlighting Liberty’s hair. Wow. No, WOW! Such 
liquid fields magnify the marks, but the new owner will soon be 
arguing for an even higher grade. The reverse is likewise gem, but is 
as satiny as the obverse is prooflike. Whoever said that both sides 
have to match? Warning: to look is to fall in love. 

502 1881-S MS 67 PCGS. Exceptional quality in a Morgan dollar, both 
sides are fully brilliant, fully struck, and nearly perfect on the cen¬ 
tral devices. 

503 1881-S MS 67 PCGS. A wonder coin, with white satiny surfaces 
highlighted by a touch of gold at the rims. Surface marks of any size 
can be counted on one hand, and then only after the magnifier is put 
down. This is a coin that many will appreciate, but only one can 
own. 

504 1882 MS 64 NGC; 1884-0 MS 64 NGC; 1888-0 MS 64 NGC; 
1898-0 MS 64 NGC; and a 1901-0 MS 64 NGC, all appealing, 
untoned examples. (Total: 5 coins) 

505 1882 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and white, well struck, with uniform 
satiny luster exuding from every surface. It may ‘only’ be graded as 
MS 65, but this is a coin that will get the attention of every collec- 


506 1882 MS 65 PCGS. This coin bespeaks ‘gem’ quality from first 
examination: solid detail, white, few marks, and plenty of luster. 
Among those numismatists who also pursue with rod and reel, this 
would be known as a ‘keeper.’ 

507 1882 MS 65 NGC. Worshippers of iridescent toning will be gathered 
around this premium quality example, with a gem strike and abun¬ 
dance of underlying luster shining through the shimmering colors. 
Both sides are fully colored, the obverse sea-green with purple, 
steel-blue, and russet highlights, the reverse in light gold and blue. A 
candidate for the Rainbow Collection. 

508 1882 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Fully detailed and brilliant, with appre¬ 
ciable contrast between the sparkling fields and the devices. 

509 1882 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC; (2) 1882 MS 63 Deep 
Mirror Prooflike NGC; and an 1882-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror 
Prooflike PCGS, all brilliant examples leaving no doubt about their 
DMPL status. (Total: 4 coins) 

510 1882-CC MS 65 NGC. The surfaces are white and frosty with a 
semi-reflective glow in the fields. 

511 1882-CC MS 65 NGC. Fully detailed with a vibrant, frosty appear¬ 
ance. 

512 1882-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Boldly struck with 
most of the noticeable abrasions limited to the obverse. A small 
planchet mark is seen above the first S in STATES. 

513 1882-S MS 65 NGC, two pieces, both with frosty prooflike obvers¬ 
es; and an 1882-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC, brilliant and displaying 
especially nice contrast on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

514 1883-CC MS 64 NGC, four pieces, all well struck with only a dash 
of golden obverse toning on one example. (Total: 4 coins) 

515 1883-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A lovely coin, blessed with a min¬ 
imum of surface marks; a higher grade would be within reach were 
not some of the few marks found on Liberty’s cheek. This Morgan 
shines with satiny luster and attractive reflectivity. Basically white, 
with a touch of silver toning accented by gold at the rims. Worthy of 
consideration. 

516 1884 MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Yes. and all that one 
might expect of a coin graded at such an elite level. Fully mirrored 
fields contrast against medium-frosted devices. The obverse is white 
except for some light golden toning at the rims; the reverse likewise, 
except the rim toning is more intense, with iridescent blue and pur¬ 
ple mixed in. There are just enough surface marks to deny perfec¬ 
tion, but this is a wonder coin that should realize a wonder price. 


517 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Creamy-white surfaces that have escaped 
all but the most trivial of surface marks. Very choice for the stated 
grade. 

518 1884-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Boldly struck with 
pale golden toning visible at the borders. 

519 1884-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, all sharply struck examples with 
two showing attractive golden toning on the obverse. (Total: 5 coins) 

520 1884-0 MS 65 PCGS, clean features that are both boldly struck and 
frosty; and a 1900-0 MS 65 PCGS, brilliant with atypical sharpness. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

521 1884-0 MS 65 NGC, very clean but exhibiting some normal O-mint 
softness; and (2) 1904-0 MS 65 NGC, both sharply struck with one 
piece mildly prooflike on the obverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

522 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with just a touch of light golden 
color on the upper half of the obverse. 

523 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces will immediately 
attract the eye, and it takes a close examination to spot the cheek 
marks that account for the grade. Altogether, an attractive coin. 

524 1886 MS 66 PCGS. The term “Premium Quality” was defined with 
this coin in mind. The surfaces are bright, with the fields showing a 
tendency toward reflectivity, and the devices a tendency toward 
frosting. Liberty shows one small toning spot on her neck; other¬ 
wise, this gem is white. This Morgan is truly a pleasure to inspect, 
even with the most critical eye. 

525 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. A peripheral-toned example with a fair 
amount of watery reflectivity on the obverse. Desirable quality for 
this low-mintage San Francisco issue. 

526 1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and fairly well struck, with blushes of 
golden color that are more noticeable on the obverse. 

527 1888 MS 65 PCGS, satiny and without toning; and an 1896 MS 65 
PCGS, clean, satiny-white surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

528 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with intense luster and typically 
mushy definition over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast. 

529 1888-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, varying in strike from average to 
sharp, with only a bit of speckled toning on one example. (Total: 5 
coins) 

530 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. Very few contact marks can be found on this 
coin, although the fields show some light original toning specks. The 
obverse displays an average strike, with the eagle being fiilly feath¬ 
ered. The surfaces might best be described as cold satin. 

531 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and mostly brilliant, with excellent 
sharpness in the centers. 

532 1889 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, all brilliant save for a single exam¬ 
ple toned a light golden-gray on the obverse. (Total: 5 coins) 

533 1889 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, one lightly toned on the obverse and 
the balance satiny and brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 

534 1889 MS 65 NGC. Sharp and frosty, with a thin arc of reddish-gold 
toning along the obverse edge. Fairly scarce as a gem despite its 
hefty mintage. 

535 1889 MS 65 PCGS. An attractive gem, with both fields and devices 
enjoying satiny eye appeal. The obverse is mostly white, while the 
reverse shows a light golden eagle. A no-questions gem. 

536 1889-CC XF 40 AN ACS. Bright steel-gray surfaces with a fair 
quantity of scattered marks, the most obvious being a bruise on the 
obverse denticles just below 9 o’clock. A key Morgan dollar issue 
that is most often seen well worn. 

537 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. The striking details on this piece are remark¬ 
ably well defined. All too often this issue is mushy in the centers. 
Brilliant with lovely satin-like luster and a clean cheek to Liberty. 
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538 1890 MS 64 NGC. A near-gem, but not quite enough detail or luster 
to make it into the ‘big leagues.’ Lots of eye appeal, and few marks; 
but a gem requires just a bit more ‘flash.’ 

539 1890 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Boldly detailed and brilliant, with only 
a few minor field marks on the obverse precluding a gem rating. 

540 1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous with a strong 
strike and a few scattered abrasions. 

541 1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. Minimally abraded for the issue, with pale 
violet toning forming about the margins. 

542 1890-0 MS 64 NGC. Brightly lustrous with virtually complete def¬ 
inition in the centers and only a small blush of golden color on the 
obverse. 

543 1891 MS 64 PCGS. Dazzling luster for this conditionally scarce 
issue, with horizontal bands of apricot toning on the obverse leaving 
a swath of brilliance across the center. 

544 1891 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, satiny fields, and an above-average 
strike are the pluses of this Morgan. The negatives are limited to one 
heavy contact mark at the hairline on the forehead, and some lighter 
marks on the cheek. The luster almost hides these impairments, sug¬ 
gesting higher eye-appeal. 

545 1891-CC MS 61 NGC. Mostly brilliant with fewer than expected 
abrasions for the grade. 

546 1891-CC MS 61 ANACS; and an 1891-CC MS 62 ANACS, both 
VAM-3 (spitting eagle) and basically untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 

547 1891-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with deep, 
watery reflectivity and just a few too many contact marks for a finer 
grade. 

548 1892 MS 63 NGC. Satiny and completely untoned, with noticeable 
softness of strike in the centers. 

549 1892-CC MS 62 Prooflike NGC. Highly reflective surfaces with a 
partial cameo appearance. A number of small scattered abrasions 
show on each side. 

550 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Better-than-average detail for this normally 
flat New Orleans date and displaying satiny, moderately toned sur¬ 
faces. 

551 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely example of this better date Morgan, 
with an abundance of luster illuminating the typical strike. Only 
minor field marks can be found, with none worthy of specific men¬ 
tion. A bright beauty. 

552 1893-0 VF 30 PCGS; and an 1895-0 VF 20 PCGS, two semi-key 
dollars in the Morgan series, both show even wear and no mention- 
able marks. (Total: 2 coins) 

553 1893-0 AU 50 PCGS. A well struck example of this more difficult, 
low-mintage New Orleans dollar, steely-gold in color with traces of 
reddish-gold about the obverse periphery. 

554 1894-S MS 64 PCGS. Satiny white with strong definition over 
Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast feathers. Contact marks are 
minimal and well scattered. The most affordable issue in this diffi¬ 
cult, reduced-production year for dollars. 

555 1894-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. A modestly abraded specimen with 
excellent sharpness in the centers and mild prooflike qualities in the 
fields. Quite scarce as such. 

556 1895-0 AU 50 NGC. A nominal amount of wear is visible beneath 
gray and antique-gold toning. Reasonably sharp for this low-mintage 
scarcity and retaining some luster in the fields. 

557 1895-0 AU 58 PCGS. A remarkably bold strike that is free from any 
appreciable marks and retains most of its original satiny luster 
beneath delicate golden toning. Quite scarce in this grade and cer¬ 
tainly much more affordable than the rarely offered and costly mint 
state example.

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558 1895-0 MS 61 PCGS. At arm’s length, this coin suggests a higher 
grade; if it wasn’t for the fact that ‘61 PQ’ sounds oxymoronic, it 
probably is an accurate description. The fields and devices show a 
number of contact marks and light scratches, more so on the obverse 
than reverse; the disturbed cheek doubtless accounts for the grade. 

Still, this is a very difficult date to find in uncirculated condition, and 
this specimen displays attractive luster and light traces of original 
golden toning. After close examination, specialists will be chasing 
this desirable coin. 

559 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. Original light toning covers lightly reflective 
fields.

560 1896 MS 66 PCGS. Gorgeous “target” toning is noted on both sides 
with crimson centers being framed by cobalt-blue at the borders. The 
surfaces are superb and essentially mark-free. A coin for the toning 
enthusiast. 

561 1896-0 AU 55 NGC. Very well defined beneath slate-gray patina 
that subdues the remaining luster. 

562 1896-0 AU 58 PCGS. Essentially brilliant on both sides and, at a 
casual glance, one might think this piece was uncirculated. A very 
lustrous example at an affordable price. 

563 1896-0 MS 62 NGC. A scarce and elusive Morgan dollar in mint 
state. This specimen shows a better than typical strike with some 
feather definition on the eagle’s breast. The surfaces are quite lus¬ 
trous with moderate amounts of scattered toning visible on both 
sides. An example with good eye appeal for the grade. 

564 1897 MS 65 NGC. Natural golden-rose toning over both sides, 
flashing to blue about the reverse periphery. 

565 1897 MS 65 NGC. Light golden toning covers lustrous fields, most¬ 
ly satiny in appearance. There is one small toning spot at the obverse 
rim, and a couple of contact marks, but nothing to challenge the gem 
classification. 

566 1897-0 MS 62 PCGS. Both the fields and devices exhibit many 
minute marks, not one of which is significant enough to mention. 

Not lacking in appeal, but a slightly better strike would have result¬ 
ed in more detail and luster, and a higher grade. 

567 1898 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a bit more con¬ 
trast than is generally seen on PLs of this issue. 

568 1898-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, ranging from average to strong 
strikes and basically untoned. (Total: 5 coins) 

569 1898-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, all well struck and brilliant except 
for a single delicately toned example. (Total: 5 coins) 

570 1898-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, all brilliant or essentially so with 
satiny luster on all but one example. (Total: 5 coins) 

571 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Pristine, satiny surfaces are overlaid in 
splotchy coppery-gold and bluish-green toning, adding originality to 
the nearly blemish-free quality. 

572 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. A second outstanding gem of this late 19th 
century issue, this piece being a bit sharper in the centers and boast¬ 
ing shimmering, satiny brilliance. 

573 1898-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A scarce late date Morgan that is 
quite difficult to locate with reflective fields. This piece is brilliant 
and sharply struck throughout with nicely mirrored fields, but show¬ 
ing almost no contrast. 

574 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and lustrous beneath a suggestion 
of milky patina. A choice example of this popular low-mintage issue. 

575 1900-0 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny-white and very clean, especially in the 
nearly blemish-free fields. 

576 1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and particularly sharp on the 
obverse, with a clearly defined undermintmark.

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577 1901 AU 50 NGC. Untoned with a few scattered marks and the nor¬ 
mal mushy strike in the centers. 

578 1901 AU 55 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with only a few splashes of 
golden color on the highpoints. The strike is reasonably sharp on this 
conditionally scarce Philadelphia issue. 

579 1901 AU 58 NGC. Deep, original toning over typically struck sur¬ 
faces that show only the slightest wear on the highpoints. 

580 1901-0 MS 65 NGC. Moderate toning shows over each side. 

581 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. Exceptionally clean surfaces overall, and 
covered with a dullish gray patina that tends to subdue the bright 
mint luster on the coin. 


582 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. A bold striking with occasional splashes of 
reddish-gold and blue iridescence about the outer portions. This 
issue is in demand at all grade levels. 

583 1903 MS 65 NGC. A bright, lustrous gem with plenty of flash. The 
obverse is mostly white, with traces of gold on the periphery; the 
reverse shows traces of silver-gold toning overall. Few marks of any 
sort impede the satiny reflections of light. Very nice, indeed. 

584 1903 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and strongly struck over Liberty’s ear 
and on the eagle’s breast. 

585 1903 MS 66 PCGS. A satiny, top quality ‘03-P, nearly void of sur¬ 
face blemishes and displaying uncanny sharpness in the centers. 

586 1903-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Untoned with strong central details 
and relatively deep, but non-contrasting reflective qualities. 

587 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Deeply toned in golden-crimson and peripheral, 
cobalt-blue shades over satiny surfaces. Liberty’s cheek is very clean 
for the grade and the overall quality of this piece is substantially 
nicer than the vast majority of 1904 dollars. 

588 1904-0 MS 64 NGC, five pieces, all brilliant and ranging from aver¬ 
age to well struck. (Total: 5 coins) 

589 1904-0 MS 64 NGC, three pieces, one toned a light golden shade on 
the obverse and prooflike on the reverse; and (2) 1922 MS 64 NGC, 
one framed in golden-violet toning and the other hinting of golden 
color.

598 1896 PR 64 PCGS. Flashy two-toned surfaces with golden-violet 

coloration on either side that gravitates to the edges. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


599 1922 MS 65 PCGS. Snow-white central devices, with occasional 
golden-brown toning at the reverse margin. 

600 1922-D MS 65 PCGS. A vibrant and exceptionally clean ‘22-D, 
showing some light milky patina over each side. 

601 1922-S MS 64 NGC. Essentially untoned and only a few minor 
obverse marks from gem quality. 

602 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Frosty-white and displaying noticeable metal 
flow about the obverse periphery. Both central devices are uncom¬ 
monly clean. 

603 1923 MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant with creamy smooth devices and 
exceptional luster. 

604 1923 MS 65 PCGS. Only a few minor facial blemishes are seen 
beneath delicate golden color. 

605 1923 MS 66 NGC. All Peace dollars are scarce and most are down¬ 
right rare in MS 66 condition. Only once in a while one can locate 
an early date in superb condition. This coin is virtually flawless 
except for a couple of tiny abrasions on the eagle. Its soft, frosted 
luster is complemented by a general lack of color and fully struck 
devices. 


606 1923-S MS 64 NGC. Nicely frosted and only hinting of golden 
color, with sharp central details for the issue. 

607 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. A clean, frosty-white specimen with satiny 
brilliance in the almost mark-free fields. Common in lesser grades of 
uncirculated, choice examples such as this are difficult to locate. 

608 1924 MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding piece, with only a couple tiny 
facial marks and a near-perfect reverse. Brilliant white and struck 
from noticeably striated reverse dies. 

609 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Only a few flecks of golden color on the 
obverse, otherwise brilliant and especially clean for the issue. 

610 1924 MS 66 NGC. Sharply defined throughout, the well-frosted sur¬ 
faces are only occasionally toned about the reverse margin and show 
only the most trivial marks. 

611 1924-S MS 64 PCGS. A well struck example of this scarcer issue 
that shows almost complete, though faint, details on the wing of the 
eagle. Moderately and attractively toned overall.

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1927- D MS 64 NGC. Both sides exhibit a fresh, undipped appear¬ 
ance, although virtually no toning, and only a few scattered obverse 
blemishes. 

1928 MS 65 NGC. The 1928-P is one of the keys to the Peace dol¬ 
lar series, and has earned the respect of collectors over the years 
because it has the lowest mintage in the series with only 360,649 
pieces struck. This specimen is lightly toned at the edges and 
uncommonly clean. 

1928- S MS 63 NGC. Essentially brilliant and well struck, displaying 
only a few scattered obverse blemishes. 

1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Attractive golden toning that is a shade or two 
deeper and takes on a mottled appearance on the reverse. Few appre¬ 
ciable marks, even for a coin that borders on gem quality. 

1934 MS 64 PCGS. Exceptionally clean and deeply lustered, with a 
little light, natural patina evenly divided on each side. 
Conservatively graded. 

1934 MS 65 ANACS. Both sides of this lustrous gem are draped in 
intermingled shades of pale golden-orange and pastel blue. 

1935 MS 64 NGC. A brilliant, intensely lustrous specimen that is at 
the high-end of the 64 spectrum. 

1935 MS 65 NGC. Satiny-white luster with surfaces that are refresh¬ 
ingly void of marks, especially in the fields.

Razor sharp with 
satiny textured, green-gold surfaces that exhibit a few wispy hair¬ 
lines in the obverse field. 

1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous yellow-gold surfaces 
with a couple of insignificant hairlines in the fields. Although of 
similar mintage, this is the scarcer of the two years of this difficult 
gold commemorative. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. A select, original 
example held back in grade by a single slide mark on the miner’s 
cheek.

Many of 
these have been mishandled over the years, and today few exist in 
gem or near-gem condition. This is a spectacular deep mirror proof 
that has medium orange-gold color with noticeable contrast between 
the fields and devices. The only ripple in the fabric of the coin are 
several small planchet flakes out of each side which superficially 
resemble abrasions. The only one worthy of mention is located just 
below the P in PURCHASE on the reverse. An exciting and very rare 
commemorative gold piece.

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


640 1851-C AU 55 PCGS. A handsomely produced Charlotte gold dol¬ 
lar, being struck with nearly complete sharpness in all areas. The sur¬ 
faces retain most of their original luster and show only a few field 
marks, along with some faint die clashing on the reverse. 

641 1853-0 MS 61 NGC. A common date O-mint gold dollar and a log¬ 
ical choice for a type piece. This coin is sharply defined in the cen¬ 
ters and exhibits a distinctive reddish tinge, but lacks enough luster 
to warrant a higher grade. 

642 1855 Type Two AU 55 PCGS. Struck from clashed dies, as usual. 
Most of the mint luster remains and both sides are further enhanced 
by rich reddish colored patina. 

Well struck with most of the original 
luster intact and die clashing that is most evident on the reverse.

645 1842-0 AU 50 PCGS. The 1842-0 has one of the lowest mintages 
among Coronet quarter eagles from the New Orleans mint. It is also 
one of the most elusive issues in any grade, and is extremely elusive 
in AU condition. As with all known ‘42-0 quarter eagles, this piece 
shows a pronounced softness of details on each side. The hair curls 
on Liberty are ill-defined and the left leg of the eagle shows no 
detail.

647 1843-0 AU 58 NGC. Small Date. The more available of the two date 
varieties of the year, the ‘43-0 is also the most common quarter 
eagle from New Orleans in terms of the numbers known and coins 
available in higher grades. The central details are a bit softly defined, 
as usual, and the surfaces show a medium green-gold color with lus¬ 
ter remaining in the protected areas. 

648 1856-C MS 60 NGC. An elusive and underrated C-mint quarter 
eagle, even in VF and XF grades, and one of just 7,913 pieces orig¬ 
inally struck. The ‘56-C is among the worst produced of all 
Charlotte quarter eagles, and it also is typically softly struck. So it is 
with this example, although only in isolated areas. The surfaces are 
a bright yellow-gold with only trivial scuffiness in the fields. One of 
Akers favorite quarter eagle issues, particularly in higher grades 
where he recalls having seen “two or three that were even AU.” For 
condition rarity, an extremely scarce piece of Charlotte gold. Trends 
$19,000.

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649 1858 MS 60 NGC. Bright surfaces displaying little of the expected 
weakness on the eagle’s left leg and a pinkish tint about the borders. 
Scarcer as a date than its mintage of 47,377 pieces would imply and 
especially so in uncirculated. 

650 1861 MS 61 NGC. Repunched 18 in the date. Bright surfaces and 
sharply struck throughout with a few surface blemishes that account 
for the grade. Popular Civil War era issue. 

651 1861 MS 62 NGC. A solid, uncirculated coin that exhibits bright, 
semi-reflective fields. 

652 1874 MS 62 NGC. The 1874 is a relatively common issue in the 
lower circulated grades, but in strictly uncirculated condition it is 
very scarce. This is a sharply struck coin with bright prooflike fields 
and pale orange-gold color. A few small abrasions pepper both sides. 
Trends $4,200. 

653 1876-S XF 40 PCGS. The second lowest mintage issue among S- 
mint quarter eagles, one of just 5,000 pieces produced, with the bulk 
of the survivors in low grades. This piece shows only slight softness 
of the central details and much reddish color. Minor pinscratches 
along the reverse margin, affecting the O in OF. 

654 1878-S MS 62 NGC. The most available S-mint quarter eagle of this 
type in uncirculated condition (none were minted after 1879). Both 
the strike and luster are complete, but a single pinscratch to the right 
of the portrait limits the grade. 

655 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Rich coppery color. A lower mintage issue sell¬ 
ing for little more than common Liberty quarter eagles. 

656 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Bright, sparkling mint luster covers the surfaces 
of this immaculate coin. Fully detailed in all areas, an exceptionally 
attractive gem type piece. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

657 1910 MS 63 PCGS Virtually a full strike and frosty, with lovely red- 
dish-gold patina throughout. 

658 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Nicely struck with an abundance of rich gold 
patina. 

659 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck and colorful. 

660 1911-D AU 58 PCGS. Well struck with much reddish-golden color 
and showing no mentionable abrasions. The mintmark is well 
formed also. A desirable grade for this popular, key date issue. 

661 1912 MS 64 PCGS. A bright, satin-surfaced example that is very 
well detailed and shows glimpses of deeper orange in the recessed 
areas of the devices. 


662 1914 MS 62 NGC. A sharply struck example of this scarcer issue. 
Rich golden-orange color. 

663 1914 MS 63 NGC. Excellent luster with a few marks on this scarcer 
date in the Indian quarter eagle series. 

664 1926 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck. 

665 1927 MS 65 PCGS. The mint bloom is full and displays a fragile, 
variegated patina that adds an extra dimension of visual interest to 
this solid gem type coin.

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


670 1869 AU 58 PCGS. Relatively clean, semi-prooflike fields with 

only minor scuffiness in the most exposed areas from a brief stint in 
circulation. Only 2,500 business strikes were originally produced, 
many of which did not survive into the 20th century. A very scarce 
middle date from this elusive series. 


671 1878 VF 30 ANACS. Original with even wear and some luster intact 
about the devices. 

672 1878 MS 63 PCGS. A charming mint state example of this always- 
popular, odd-denomination type coin. Each side has fulsome mint 
luster and is richly patinated with reddish-orange color. 

673 1878 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and light in color with glimmers of occa¬ 
sional prooflikeness in the reverse fields. 

674 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Exceptionally clean overall with the thick, cart¬ 
wheel luster that characterize this issue. Each side is free from the 
troubling abrasions that normally plague this denomination. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLES 


675 1803/2 MS 61 PCGS. B. 1 -A. Quickly identifiable as a B. 1-A by the 
missing right base of the T and missing left base of the Y in LIB¬ 
ERTY. This is a typically struck coin for the grade with some soft¬ 
ness of definition in the centers, and on the shield on the reverse. 
There is an ever-so-slight, green-gold appearance, as are some 
adjustment marks on the obverse. The underdigit is particularly vis¬ 
ible in the date. 

676 1806 AU 53 NGC. Round Top 6. Breen 5-E. This is the most com¬ 
monly encountered Heraldic Eagle five, and according to Breen 
there are more survivors from this die pair than all the other 1805- 
06 varieties combined. Most examples seen have heavy adjustment 
marks, but this piece is free from those mint-created flaws. 
Generally well struck, there is just a bit of softness evident at the 
juncture of the eagle’s left wing and the shield on the reverse. An 
original coin, this piece shows ample portions of mint luster still in 
the more protected areas of the design, and there is an overlay of red¬ 
dish-coppery patina throughout. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


677 1840-0 Narrow Mill—Rims Filed—Net AU 50 ANACS. Sharply 
struck in all areas and quite lustrous, in fact lustrous enough to war¬ 
rant a borderline uncirculated status without the adjustment for the 
rims. 

678 1852-D AU 50 ANACS. Bright surfaces with some of the normal 
softness in the centers and a few of the obverse stars. One of the 
more regularly encountered Dahlonega fives and, as such, a very 
popular type coin. 

679 1854-D MS 61 ANACS. By Dahlonega gold standards, the ‘54-D 
half eagle can be considered relatively common, even in grades 
approaching mint state. Strict uncirculated pieces, however, are a 
prized item among rare gold specialists. The example offered here 
has deep yellow-gold color and nearly full mint luster. The strike is 
well defined in the centers with the only noticeable deficiency being 
an occasional softness on the denticles, as is standard for the issue. 

680 1868-S Fine 12 PCGS. One of the more affordable examples of this 
scarce S-mint five. Noticeably and evenly worn over each side with 
original reddish-orange color. 

681 1873 Closed 3 AU 50 PCGS. Light, even wear without any major 
marks. By a small margin, the scarcer of the two 1873 varieties and 
most often seen in lesser grades. In an older PCGS holder before 
Open and Closed varieties were specified. 

682 1873-S Fine 15 PCGS. An elusive issue that is much more difficult 
than its mintage of 31,000 would suggest, especially in anything 
other than well worn grades. This piece exhibits rich coppery color 
in the fields, with a couple minor digs on the reverse. 


twlqrion Report from PCQS; or the February ‘97 Census Rebort from NQC. 
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1876- CC VG 10 PCGS. A rare CC five that is rare not only in the 
absolute sense with a mere 6,887 pieces struck, but is also a condi¬ 
tional rarity with very few examples known above the VF level. This 
is an extensively worn, green-gold example with Fine or better detail 
surviving on the reverse. 

1877- CC Fine 12 PCGS. A very scarce Carson City issue with a 
mintage of only 8,680 pieces. This piece is evenly worn with smooth 
surfaces and no problems. 

1878- S MS 61 NGC. A scarce, late date S-mint that is seldom seen 
in mint condition. This is a well defined coin that has bright cart¬ 
wheel luster and numerous tiny field marks. 

1880-CC VF 20 ANACS. A difficult and somewhat underappreciat¬ 
ed Carson City half eagle that, by CC standards, was minted in fair¬ 
ly large numbers and is usually seen in well circulated grades. The 
surfaces on this example are light in color, with more noticeable 
wear on the eagle’s neck and wings. 

1885-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with superb luster and showing 
light rose tinting on each side. Minimally abraded for the grade. 

1892-S AU 58 ANACS. Bright surfaces with only the slightest break 
in luster on the obverse. A scarcity in strict mint state grades. 

1896-S AU 50 NGC. Original, generally mark-free surfaces overlaid 
in light reddish patina. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

1908- D MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous with subtle reddish color in the 
fields. Minimally abraded with a good “look” overall. 

1909 MS 64 PCGS. Intricately detailed with full feather definition 
on the headdress, the luster is smooth and virtually unbroken as it 
rolls over the surfaces. Far scarcer in uncirculated grades than its D- 
mint counterpart, although more consistently choice. 

1909- D MS 62 NGC. Highly lustrous with pleasing color and scat¬ 
tered field marks. 

1910- D MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, reddish-golden 
surfaces. 

1911- S MS 62 PCGS. Original and frosty, with sharp detail, except, 
of course, on the mintmark. While the second most common S-mint 
in mint state, the 1911-S is, nevertheless, a scarce coin in uncircu¬ 
lated condition. 

1914 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined throughout, each side is free 
from any troublesome abrasions. The surfaces display a rich green 
patina that intermixes with the often-seen reddish hue to produce a 
colorful and very attractive near-mint type coin. 

1916-S MS 61 PCGS. Bright and well struck. 

1929 MS 63 NGC. Extremely lustrous and boasting needle sharp 
highpoint definition. The 1929 half eagle is a well known rarity, 
extensively melted in the 1930s, and with only small quantities of 
uncirculated pieces found in European holdings. The present exam¬ 
ple displays immediate eye appeal, but is downgraded by a facial 
mark on the Native American. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


1851-0 XF 45 Hallmark. Breen-6898. Hollow ring atop second 
stripe. One of the more commonly seen New Orleans No Motto tens. 
Still lustrous with attractive reddish-gold accents. 

1854-S MS 61 PCGS. Even finer and more problem-free than the 
MS 60 we handled several months ago. While relatively available in 
lesser grades, in mint state the 1854-S is as important a condition 
rarity as most other mintmarked tens from the the 1850s. This is a 
fully struck coin that displays complete definition in the centers and 
full radial details on the peripheral stars. Lustrous and bright in the 
fields with a semi-reflective glimmer on each side. Population: 2 in 
61, none are finer. 


700 1858-S VF 20 PCGS. This is a very rare No Motto ten that seldom 
appears in public auction. While the grade of this coin is not all that 
high, it is unusual for the specialist in this series to locate a ‘58-S in 
any condition. Most of the few survivors are only in VF, with just a 
small quantity known at the XF and AU level. The surfaces are 
bright and were probably softly struck, even before wear, at the mar¬ 
gins. 

701 1860 AU 53 NGC. A rare, low mintage New Orleans issue with only 
11,100 coins produced. This piece exhibits bright surfaces and is 
quite well struck with glimmers of prooflikeness clinging to the 
devices. Low-end condition census for the date and an important O- 
mint ten. Trends $1,700 in AU 50. 

702 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Original and satiny with numerous obverse 
marks. A lesser seen issue in mint state, almost all of which are only 
average quality. 

703 1886 MS 60 PCGS. Rich orange-gold color and sharply struck. 
Scarcer issue in uncirculated grades. 

704 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous and clean for the issue, being 
framed in olive-gold patina. 

705 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with attractive reddish-orange 
color. Seldom seen in better condition. 

706 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing example of a Liberty eagle type coin. 
Well struck overall. 

707 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with deep reddish tinted surfaces. 

708 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with deep orange-gold color. 

709 1896-S XF 45 PCGS. Original reddish-gold color and surprisingly 
clean for the grade. A bit softly impressed in the centers, as usual for 
this difficult issue. 

710 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Original with nicely frosted features. Scarcer 
than the most common Liberty eagles in mint state and currently a 
centennial year issue. 

711 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and satiny, with only a couple obverse 
abrasions limiting the grade. 

712 1901 MS 64 PCGS. A very choice example that boasts deep satiny 
brilliance and pockets of orange-gold patina over both sides. Surface 
marks are minimal on the obverse and almost non-existent on the 
reverse. 

713 1901 -S MS 63 PCGS. Oddly enough, a few of the obverse stars are 
a trifle flat on this satiny, richly colored piece. 

714 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Dazzling luster with a minimum of contact 
marks and the expected sharpness of detail. 

715 1902-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with soft, glowing mint luster that 
has taken on a pinkish-orange coloration. 

716 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply detailed with only modest severity of 
abrasions for this final year Liberty issue. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


717 1908-S MS 60 NGC. A low mintage scarcity in the ten-dollar Indian 
series, one of just 59,850 pieces struck. This piece is original and 
fully lustrous, but downgraded by several prominent reverse marks. 

718 1909-D AU 50 NGC. A scarcer date in the Indian eagle series, this 
example exhibits typical granular surfaces and some minor facial 
marks. 

719 1909-S MS 62 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with terrific color and 
flash for the grade. Mint state survivors of this issue are scarce, but 
tend to come nice. 
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720 1910-S MS 61 PCGS. A scarce S-mint ten Indian and one unlikely 

to be seen in any grade of mint state. Lustrous with a few small abra¬ 
sions scattered about. 


721 1915 MS 61 ANACS. The satiny, lightly toned surfaces exhibit only 
a few small abrasions on the obverse, but are a trifle soft on the 
eagle’s wingtip. 

722 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant color and luster, being held back from 
gem considerations by a horizontal mark at the center of the reverse.

Original and well struck, with a few darker stains 
on the obverse highpoints. 

724 1857-S AU 55 PCGS. Virtually full luster and minimal distractions.

725 1873 Closed 3 AU 50 ANACS. Typically abraded on the obverse, 
but with most of the original mint luster intact. Scarce, particularly 
in grades approaching mint state. Trends $850. 

726 1875-CC XF 45 NGC. A very pleasing, lightly marked Carson City 
Type Two coin that would be perfect for type purposes. 

727 1898-S MS 61 NGC. Flashy mint luster, typical to this issue. 

728 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering golden-orange surfaces that are just 
a few minor blemishes from gem quality. 

729 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny with terrific eye appeal, the result of nat¬ 
ural reddish-gold patina over each side.
